Two-Tone 
Grey Enamel, decorated in dove grey 
and deep blue. Wedgwood Green 
Enamel, decorated in orange and black. 
Silver Oak, decorated in rose-brown and 
black. Antique Brown Oak, highlighted, 
decorated in yellow and green. 

No. 726 Drop-Leaf Table (Open 28x62 
inches; closed 28x40 inches). Two-Tone 
Grey Enamel, decorated in dove grey and 
deep blue. Wedgwood Green Enamel, 
decorated in orange and black. Silver 
Oak, decorated in rose-brown and black. 
Antique Brown Oak, high-lighted, decor¬ 
ated in yellow and green. 

No. 727 Drop-Leaf Table (Open 37x42 
inches; closed 37x23 inches). Supplied 
only in Italian. A new combination Oak 
finish in two tones of brown decorations 


of cream and light blue. We cannot 
begin to describe the beauty of this piece. 

No. 728 Drop-Leaf Table (Open 37x42 
inches; closed 37x23 inches). Supplied 
only in Navajo. Another new combina¬ 
tion oak finish in two tones of grey with 
decorations of bright green and red.
